The Natives of this Iſland, are com- 
monly thin, lean, and well built, ſtrong 
and active, of a middle Stature, and an 
Olive Complexion. Their Hair, for the 
moſt part, is black and curled; in many 
Cheſaut coloured; in ſome red.

Word, the young People are either of 2 


ſanguine or cholerick Conſtitution; while 
thoſe of more advanced Years, become 
dry, meagre, and, what the Ancients 


called atrabilious. Such is the natural | 


Impetuolity of their Temper, that the 
lighteſt Cauſe; provokes them to Anger; 
"and, they are equally' incapableiof forgiv- 
ing and forgetting an Injury.

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and Relations; and Family Diſputes are 


hereditarily tranſmitted from Father to 
Son. Thus although Lawyers and Petti- 
foggers are very numerous in this Coun- 
try, yet there is ſtill too few tor the 
Clients. 


They don't commonly live to ſo great 
an Age as the Inhabitants of more North- 
erly Countries; though, perhaps, they 
are equal in this Reſpe& with their neareſt 
Neighbours on the Continent, Girls 


ſoon arrive at Maturity, and ſoon grow 
old. The Menſes, for the moſt part, ap- 


pear before Fourteen, and frequently at 
eleven Years of Age; in ſome they re- 
turn twice a Month; in others every three 
Weeks, and continue from three to ſeyen 
Days. Both Sexes are, by Conſtitution, 
extremdly amorous: They are often be- 
trothef to each other, while Children, 
and/ marry at Fourteen.

Bread of the fineſt Wheat Flour, well 
ferniented and well baked, is more than 
half the Diet of People of all Ranks. 
Rice, Pulſe, Cuſcaſſowe, Vermicelli, Herbs 
and Roots from the Fields and Gar- 
dens, Summer Fruits, pickled Olives, 


and Pods of the Guinea Pepper, make up 
almoſt the other Half; ſo that ſcarce a 


Fifth of their whole Food is furniſhed 
from the Animal Kingdom; and of this, 
Fiſh makes by much the moſt conſiderable 


Portion. On Fridays, and other Faſt- 


Days, they abſtain entirely from Fleſh; 


and during Lent, they live altogether _ 
on Vegetables and Fiſh, excepting Sun 
days, when they are permitted the Uſe 


of Eggs, Cheeſe and Milk. The moſt of

per, Cloves, Cinnamon, and other Spices} 


many of them are tinged with Saffron, 


many ſweetened with Honey or Sugar; 
and Garlick, Onions, or Lecks, are almoſt 


conſtant Ingredients. They eat a great 
deal of Oil, and that none of the ſweeteſt 


or beſt flavoured; uſing it not only with 
Sallads, but alſo with boiled and fryed 
Fiſh, Greens, Pulſe, &c. inſtead of But- 


ter. A Slice of Bread ſoaked in boiled 


Water, with a little Oil and Salr, is the 
common Breakfaſt of the Peaſants, well 
known by the Name of Oleagua. Their 
ordinary Meals are very frugal, and con- 


| Giſt of little Variety: But on Feſtivals; 
and other folemn Occaſions, their Enter- 
tainments are to the laſt Degree profuſe 


and extravagant. The Bill of Fare of a 
County Farmer's Wedding Dinner, would 
ſcarce be credited.

INTRODUCTION. -- 


Exceſs is not common, yet the Vulgar 


are not exempted from private Debauches, 
Drams of Anniſeed Water being too 


much in Vogue. In Summer the exceflive 
Heat'obliges them to have frequent Re- 


courſe to large \Draughts of cold Water, 
the greateſt Part of which is but very in- 
different; for the Ciſterns are ſeldom clean, 


and the Water which the Springs and Ri- 


vulets afford, is often brackiſh, and always 


hard; ſo that it is neither proper for Waſh- 


ing, nor for boiling Pulſe, and leaves a 


ſtony Cruſt on the Sides of the Tea-Ket- 


tles, and other Veſſels in which it has 
been frequently boiled. 


Thovgh the Natives make three or four 
plentiful Meals a Day, they are generally 
coſtive; and many, in perfect Health, 


have no occaſion to eaſe themſelves oftener 
than twice a Week.

They are ſo much addicted to the Uſe 


of Tobacco, as never to be without a 
Pipes 
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Pipe; either in their Mouths or their Poc- 
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kets. In Summer almoſt every one fleeps 
an Hour or two after Dinner, and ſome fol · 
low this Practice throughout the Year. 


A Fourth of their Time is made up of 


Holidays, on which, tho! Work is prohi- 


bited, Sports and Paſtimes are allowed. A 
conſiderable Part of thoſe Days is ſpent in 
the Churches or in Proceſſions: At Night 
the more Sedate divert themſelyes in their 
Houſes with Muſick and Cards; whilſt the

In the mean Time, it is to be remem- 
bered, that as in all acute Diſeaſes, ſo 
particularly in theſe fraudulent deceitful 
Fevers, the Preſages either of Death or 
Recovery, are not always certain and in- 
fallible; it frequently happening, that 
thoſe who have laid in the Paroxyſm for 
Hours together with few or no Signs of 
Life, have at length recovered, as it were, 
from the Jaws of Death, and aſked for 
ſome uncommon Sort of Food, to the 
great Surprize of every Body about them; 
on the other hand, the Fit anticipating

In the Cavity of 
the Head and Breaſt, nothing extraor- 
dinary was met with, excepting yellow 
Serum, when the Skin was tinged with 
the ſame Colour.

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Tremblings; ; but the moſt formidable Da- 
roxyſms, which I have ſeen, broke out 
into a burning Heat at the Reginning, 
without any N Cold. 


From what has bed ſaid, I flatter my- 
ſelf that young Practitioners will be ena- 
bled, not only to diſtinguiſh Tertians 
from all other Fevers, but likewiſe. to 
foreſee the Times of their Paroxyſms, 
and Intervals, and to make a rational 
Conjecture, concerning their Event. Be- 
fore I proceed to the Cure, I ſhall only 
remark, that although we find them ap- 
pearing every Year. in the ſeveral Forms 


and Types deſcribed in the Beginning 


of this Chapter, yet the true fimple and 
double Tertian, and the Semitertian, are 
by much the moſt frequent. In Juh, 


when they firſt break out, their Type is 


commonly fimple and regular ; their Pa- 
roxyſms are of ſhort Duration; and after 
three, four; or five Periods, they vaniſh 
of their own Accord. So juſt is Hip-

advances, the Tertians become more dan- 


gerous and difficult, often terminating in 
thoſe malignant Fevers, called Syncopalis, 
Lipyria, Afſodes, &c. eſpecially if much 
Rain, without Wind, fall during the 
Dog - Days. About the Time of the 
Equinox, they aſſume a ſurprizing Va- 
riety of Forms, and very often coun- 
terfeit continual Fevers, having long re- 
doubled Paroxyſms. But as the Winter 
draws near, their Type becomes more 


ſimple, and though they prove tedious. 


and obſtinate in cold Weather, yet they 


ſtanding what ſome of the Moderns have 


are more regular, and leſs dangerous than 


in the Summer.

Room, where he may breathe freely, in 
pure temperate Air. In the Summer it 
will be neceſſary to keep out the Sun, and 
to refreſh the Air frequently by ſprink- 
ling the Floor with Vinegar and Water, 
and opening the Windows to the North;

that any one Remedy is not equally bene» 
ficial in all Caſes, and at all Times. 


For my own Part, when I was called 
early enough, in - the Beginning of theſe 
Fevers I uſed to take away ſome Blood 
(unleſs there wasa ſtrong Contraindication) 
from People of all Ages; namely, from 
robuſt Adults ten or twelve Ounces; 
from others a ſmaller Quantity in Pro- 
portion to their Strength and Years. And 
farther, if a violent Head-ach, and ob- 
ſtinate Delirium, and great Heat or Pains 
of the Bowels were urgent, within a Day 
or two, I repeated the Bleeding. By 
which. ſeaſonable Evacuation the Vehe- 
mency of the Paroxyſms is ſomewhat di- 
miniſhed; the Apyrexies become more 
compleat; the Operation of Emeticks and 
Catharticks is rendered ſafer and more

Humours, and particularly with corrupted 


- Bile; from which if they be not early 


diſcharged, very threatening Symptoms 


- will be apt to enſue about the State of 


the Diſeaſe; ſuch as violent Vomiting, 
Redoubling or. Coptinuation of the Pa- 


roxyſms, 
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roxyſms, Ravings, Reſtleſſneſs, Pain, la- Cuar. 
flammation, Gangrene of the abdominal 2 
Bowels, and laſtly, ſudden Death. Where- 
fore it is not only neceſſary to waſh the 
Stomach with warm Water or weak Broth 
in the beginning of the Fits, when indi- 
cated by an Inclination to vomit, and to 
keep the Belly conſtantly open with Glyſ- 
ters; but likewiſe to empty the firſt Paſ- 
| ſages by more powerful Meaps at the firſt 
convenient Interval. 


It is a controverted Point whether it 
is beſt to diſcharge theſe noxious Hu- 45 
mours by Vomit or Stool. At firſt View 
Vomits ſeem to be moſt eligible, as they 
quickly empty the ſuperior Patt of the 
alimentary Tube, which appears to 'be 
the principal Seat of the morbific Matter, 
But it muſt be conſidered that whatever 
irritates much, and produces violent Com- 
motions, ought to be avoided in the pre-

Moſcles in this Operation: And if the

In Semitertians and Remittents, which 
approach to the Nature of continual Fe- 


vers, I give a Cathartick early in the 


Morning of that Day on which the 
Symptoms are moſt moderate; haſtening 
the Operation with Glyſters (if occaſion 
requires) ſo that it may be finiſhed before 
the Middle of the Day, about which 
Time the Patient commonly grows worſe. 
In true ſimple and double Tertians there 
is generally an Interval every Morning, in

Another Inducement to purge in the

ſible Evacuation, as it frequently does, 
when given after the Fever has arrived na- 
turally to its Height, and begins to decline 


of its own Accord. 


Having delivered the general Method 
of treating Tertians, it is needleſs to ſay 
much about their Symptoms; as they com- 
monly diſappear with the Fever itſelf, and 
ſeldom require a ſeparate Cure. Never- 
theleſs, it will not be amiſs to take Notice 


of a few, which I have found the moſt 
troubleſome, 


In the firſt Stage of the Paroxyſms, 
acute Pains in the Back and Limbs, with 


and without Rigors or Chilneſs, frequently 


happen; and I have ſometimes known 
them ſo intolerable, and accompanied 
with ſuch inexpreſſible Anxiety, that Per- 
ſons of the ſoundeſt Judgment and Mora- 
lity have been in Hazard of deſtroying 


_ themſelves to get rid of it. Before I was a- 


ware that theſe Pains were the Fore-runners 
of Tertian Paroxyſms, I commonly had

it was attended with any ill Effect: But 
of late Years they never alarmed me, 


being well aſſured they would go away of 


themſelves, as the hot Fit advanced, 


The Vomiting and Nauſea, after waſh- 
ing the Stomach two or three Times with 


warm Water, is commonly allayed by - 


Draughts of Salt of Wormwood, Lemon- 
Juice and Mint-Water. And if a con- 
ſtant Vomiting or Purging hinders the 
Bark from being retained, ſmall Doſes 


of Laudanum ſhould be joined with it: But 


a moderate bilious Diſcharge is commonly 
beneficial, and therefore ſhould neyer be 


ſuppreſſed. 
Reſtleſſneſs and Head-achs, are the it in- 


ſeparable Companions of the hot Fit; ſo 


that the Sick muſt either be encouraged 
to bear them with Patience, or muſt be

Hæmorrhages of the Noſe are often of 
ſignal Service, in removing the obſtinate 
Head-achs, and Pains in the abdominal 
Viſcera, whether they are e directo or not; 
though for the moſt part they happen from 
the Noftril of that Side, in which the Pains 
are fixed; for which Reaſon they ought 
not to be haſtily ftopt, unleſs they con- 
tinge too long, ot come at Time of great

When the Belly is fore and painful to 
the Touch, Glyſters, and warm Fomen- 
tations, give great Relief, When the 
Pains are extremely violent, Bleeding 


muſt be repeated: but during the hot 
Weather, we muſt not be too free with 


the Lancet after the fourth Period of the 
Diſtemper; as the Weakneſs commonly is 


then too great to admit of any ſuch Eva- 


Ccuation with Safety.

If acute Pain and Pulſation in the Hip,

To conclude, as Tertians perſonate al- 
moſt all Diſtempers, ſo there are but few 
Diſorders to which the human Body is 
incident, that will not ſometimes appear in 
the Courſe of theſe Fevers; and theſe, 
when importunate, uy be 2 2 as 
in other acute Diſeaſes. 


It has been already remarked, that 
whether the Fever is cured by Art or Na- 


ture, 
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ture; there is a Hazard of its returning cn. 
within a Fortnight or three Weeks; nor III. 
could I ever fall upon any certain Method 
of preventing one Relapſe after another, 
till the cold Weather, which commonly 
ſets in about Chri/tmas, had braced the 
Solids; and given them ſufficient Strength 
to throw off the excrementitious Humours 
by the proper Out-lets; for which Reaſon 
I always adviſed thoſe who were attacked 
in the Beginning of the Seaſon, to leave 
the Iſland, if their Circumſtances would 
permit, and not to return until the Spring; 

And there are many Inſtances of Perſons 
being greatly recovered by the Change of 
Air, even in the firſt two or three Days of 
their being at Sea. But if they were ob- 
liged to remain in the Iſland, the beſt 
Chance they had of eſcaping a Relapſe 
was to take a Doſe of the Cortex every 
Morning and Evening for ſeveral Weeks; 
and now and then a gentle Purgative, if a 
Bitterneſs in the Mouth, Loſs of Appetite, 
Swimming in the Head, or Sickneſs at the 
Stomach, the common Forerunners of it, 
ſhould be perceived. |

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But if, notwithſtanding all Precautions 
the Fever returns, the Patient muſt be 
treated as in the firſt Attack; with this 
Difference, that as Relapſes are attended

Freedom. And, as they happen moſtly - 
in a cooler Seaſon, they do not threaten

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vancing any Thing, but from reiterated CAB: 


Examination. And the' Obſervations re- 
lating to the Cure, which ate by much the 


moſt material, have been confirmed again 


and again by the Experience of all who 
have practiſed Phyſic with Attention, 
among either the Engliſb or Spaniſh Inha- 
bitants of ' Minorca; ſo that Tam in hopes 
thefe Remarks will not be altogether uſe- 
leſs to the Publick. It is well known, that

AVING given an Account of Tertian 
Fevers, which was the chief De- 
ſign of this Treatiſe, I ſhall endeavour to 
bring my Remarks on the other epidemi- 
cal Diſeaſes; into as narrow Bounds as poſ- 
ſible, by paſſing over ſuch Circumſtances as 
are taken Notice of by the Generality of 
Authors. 

The cutaneous Eruption which we call 
the Raſh, or prickly Heat, is the Suda- 
mina or Papulæ Sudoris of the Romans, 
and the es of HippockaTes*, who 


juſtly places it among the Summer Diſcaſes; 


it being ſo frequent in warm Countries,

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that few People eſeape having more * 
or leſs of it during the hot Weather; IV. 
though Children are much more affected 
by it than others. It conſiſts of numerous 
minute Pimples, or rather ſmall, round, red 
Spots, juſt perceivable by the Touch, as 
a Kind of Roughneſs on the Skin, which 
break out on different Parts of the Body, 
eſpecially after Exerciſe or drinking a

This Bages is commonly looked upon 
as a Sign of Health; and indeed while it 
continues freſh on the Skin, no Inconve- 
niency ariſes from it except a frequent 
Itching: But if accidentally the Pimples 
ate driven in, by catching Cold, bathing in 
the Sea, or any other Error in he Non- 
naturals, the Caſe too oſten becomes dan- 
gerous. And I have conſtantly obſerved; 
that thoſe who had a great deal of this 
Eruption in the Summer, were ſubject 
either to Fluxes, Hemorrhages from the 
Noſe, or Fevers, upon the Alteration of 
Weather about the autumnal Equinox;

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as ſoon as the ſlighteſt Signs of a Retro- 
ceſſion appeared (ſuch as Sickneſs, Head- 
ach, and preternatural Heat) to loſe ſome 
Blood immediately, and make uſe of mild 
Catharticks, vegetable Food, and cooling 
aceſcent Liquors: By which Means, the 
bad Conſequences abovementioned, if I 
am not greatly deceived, have been fre- 
quently prevented, notwithſtanding the 
vulgar Prejudices againſt Evacuations in 
this and other ſimilar Caſes. 


The Eſſere, ſo called by the Aratzans 
who firſt deſcribed them, though not un- 
common in Minorca, appear much more 
ſeldom than the Raſh. They are hard, 
flat Tubercles, of a pale Colour and dif- 
ferent Forms, and break out chiefly while 
one is warm in Bed, ſometimes on one 
Part, ſometimes on another, occafioning 
ſuch an intolerable Itching, that it is im- 
poſſible to refrain from ſcratching, and- the 
more they are rubbed the larger they 
become, They ſeldom continue out above 
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an Hour or two at a Time, but ſuddenly CHAP. 


vaniſh of themſelves, the Skin recovering 


its natural Colour, and come back apain 
as unexpectedly as they went off; the Pa- 
tient haying more or leſs Anxiety about 


the Pit of the Stomach, during the Time 


of their diſappearing. The Spaniards call 


them Ronchados, from Roncho a Nettle in 


the Caſtilian Language, they having ex- 
actly the Appearance of Swellings occa-

theſe fiery Puſtules being accidentally 
thrown upon the Brain, inſtead of the Skin. 
For which Reaſon, wherever I met with 


them in great Abundance, I took Care to 


make as liberal Evacuations as the Strength 
and Ape of the Patient would permit, and 
proceeded ſpeedily to give the Bark; which 


effectually cures both them and the Fever. 


As to the Cholera Morbus, it muſt be 
managed according to the Method firſt 
hinted by Hir oc RATES“, and of late 
deſcribed more fully by SVYDENHANM A.

The Spani/h Phyſicians have often. aſ- 
ſured me, that they found nothing more 


beneficial in violent deplorable Cboleras 


than drinking of cold Water, Which 
Practice is recommended by many of the 
Ancients*, 


When the Cholera Morbus returns peri- 
odically, like a Tertian, it muſt be cured 
as theſe Fevers are; but it denounces 
much more Danger when it attends the 
Fits about the third or fourth Period, than 
it does in the Beginning of the Diſeaſe.

cn. D Y peruſing the Accounts which 1 
V. kept of the Sick, while Dyſenteries 
Wyo were epidemical in Minorca, I find that 
they began three different Ways. 


Fir/t, Sharp indigeſted Humours flow- 
ing from the Stomach, or (what ſeems to 
be more frequently the Caſe) an increaſed 
Secretion of the Bile and other Liquids 
neceſſary for Chylification, produce a ſim- 
ple Looſeneſs; which gradually waſhes off 

the Mucus from the Inteſtines, erodes their 
Membranes, and at laſt brings on ſevere 
Gripes with bloody Stools,

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Secondly, Others are ſeized with Hor- Cnar 


rors, Rigors, and all the Train of feveriſh

Symptoms, which commonly attend te 


flirſt Attack of acute Diſeaſes; and in a 
ſhort Time afterwards, a painful frequent 
Evacuation of Slime ſtreaked with Blood, 
enſues. f 


Thirdly, Others have no proceeding Fe- 
ver, but are ſeized at firſt with a Twiſting 
of the Guts, which (as they expreſs it) 
draws up their Bowels into Knots; and 


many, inſtead of griping Pains, which ſhift 
from Place to Place, and come at Inter- 
vals, have acute fixed ones in ſome par- 
ticular Part of che Belly, which occaſion 
Complaiats as various as their Seat; fame 
being tormented with Stitches abont the 
baſtard Ribs, interrupting their breathing 
freely, as in the Pleuriſy; others with a 
Pain reaching from the one Hypochondrium 
to the ather, cutting them, as it were, in 


two; while others complain only of a Pain

But in which ſoever of theſe Ways Dy- 
ſenteries begin, in Proceſs of Time the 
Caſe comes to be pretty much the ſame; 
the Inteſtines are irritated, inflamed, and- 
ulcerated; a Fever, for the moſt Part of 
the periodical Kind, comes on; the con- 


ſtant Stimulus in the Bowels diminiſhes the 


cutaneous Diſcharges; and, of Courſe, a 


greater Proportion of Fluids is thrown upon 


the Guts; the Flux- increaſes, and what is 
diſcharged becomes more ichorous, and of- 
fenſive to the Smell; the Strength decays ; 
and Death, or a tedious Recovery, is com-

Upon opening the Bodies of the Dead, 
I have conſtantly found the great Guts 
either entirely mortified, or partly inflam- 
ed, partly mortified, the Rectum being 


generally moſt affected: in many I have 


ſeen ſcirrhous Tubercles ſtraitening the Ca- 
yity of the Colon in ſeveral Places; in

a few, there were ſmall Abſceſſes in the Cray," 


cellular Membrane of the Peritoneum con- 
tiguous to the Colon and Rectum; ſome- 
times the ſmall Guts were perfectly ſound 
in Appearance: but more frequently their 
lower Part was inflamed, the Convolutions 


being often preternaturally connected to 


each other by Membranes, as the Lungs 


ſometimes are to the Pleura. In two 


People the Omentum was almoſt entirely 
waſted (the ſmall Remains of it being quite 
black) while purulent Water was found 
in the Cavity of the Abdomen; in ſeveral 
it -was inflamed and adhered both to the 
Guts and Peritoneum; for the moſt Part 
the Gall-Bladder was full of dark Bile, 
and the Spleen, more or leſs, in a putrid 
Condition. 


Almoſt all the Dyſenteries, which fell 
under my Obſervation, unleſs they were 
ſpeedily cured in the Beginning, at beſt 
proved obſtinate, and too frequently fatal, 


in ſpite of the many boaſted Specificks for

Soldiers this ſeems frequently to be owing 
to a want of means for keeping them 
clean, add Conveniences for eaſing them- 
ſelves, without being obliged to get often 
out of Bed, and expoſe their Bodies to the 
open Air.

I ſhall not enter upon a minute Deſcrip- 
tion of all the Rules neceſſary to be ob- 
feryed in the Cure of Dyſenteries; but only 
to point out ſuch Methods of treating the 
Sick, as Experience taught me to be the

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When they begin like a ſimple Diar- Cu ar. 


* without Fever or fixed Pains in the 


Belly, the firſt Thing to be done, is io 


empty the Inteſtines of their acrimonious 
Contents as ſoon as poſſible: And the moſt 
efficacious Remedies for this Purpoſe, as 
far as I know, are the Radix Tpecacuanhe, 
and the Vitrum Antimonii Ceratum. The 
latter, I uſed to give from five to ten 


Grains early in the Morning: Of the for» 


mer, I directed ten or fifteen Grains in 
Powder, to be divided into three Doſes, 
and to be taken in the Forenoon at the 
Interval of two Hours, or an Hour and 
a half between each Doſe. The moſt 
common Effect of both was to procure a 
thorough Evacuation upwards and down»

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But when the Dyſentery began in the 
ſecond or third Way above deſcribed, 
which was commonly the Caſe in the 
Year 1747, I confided principally in the 
early Uſe of the antiphlogiſtick Method,

fore, when I was called in Time to young 
People, I took away ten or twelve Ounces 
of Blood immediately, and afterwards re- 
peated the Operation once or twice at 
proper Intervals, according as the Violence 
of the Pain and Degree of Fever indicated: 
At the fame Time I ordered emollient 
Glyſters and Fomentations to be frequent- 
ly made uſe of; and plenty of warm, 
ſoft, diluent Liquors, for common Drink;

As ſoon as the Fever was ſomewhat

Having by ſuch Methods removed the

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equally fatal, whatever CeLsus may al- 


ledge* to the contrary. But if they were 


neglected in the Beginning, or did not 
ſoon yield to the Remedies, above men- 


tioned, the Caſe commonly became in- 


veterate and perplexing; the ſame Medi- 
cine which gave Relief to one, often doing 


Harm to another, as HorrMAN juſtly 


obſerves , In general, it anſwered beſt 


to avoid ſuch Diet as would afford a large 
Quantity of putrid, irritating Excrement; 
to drink plentifully of mild gentle deter- 
ſive Balſamicks; to give Liquids of the 


ſame Kind in Glyſters; in ſhort, to purſue 
with Diligence the Directions given us by 
the great BoERHAAVE in his Aphoriſms , 
with this Addition, that it was abſolutely 


neceſſary to give Opium twice a Day, in 
order to obtain ſome Reſpite from perpe- 


tual Torment, and gradually to increaſe 
the Doſe, from half a Grain to five or fix, 
as Uſe made it familiar; and cnce or twice

If by theſe Means the Patient can be 
kept alive during the firſt ſevere Winter 
Weather, he ſtands a good Chance of 
holding out to the Summer, which com- 
monly reſtores him to his former Health, 
when he muſt be weaned by Degrees from 
the Uſe of Opium; from the Continuance 
of which Medicine, in ſuch Caſes, I have 
never found any ill Effects enſue; on the 
contrary, I could name many People who 
have been obliged to take it in this Manner 
from September to the following June; and 
as far as I am able to judge, it is to the 
Opium they are chiefly indebted for their 
Lives, and the perfect Health they at pre- 
ſent enjoy.

The Summer Fevers are by much the moſt 


univerſal, making up two Thirds, or ſome- 
times three Fourths of the whole annual 
Diſeaſes, and attacking the Inhabitants 
of every Rank, whether Natives or Fo- 


reignets, without Diſtinction: Whereas 


the others are leſs injurious to the Engliſb 
than to the Spaniards; and eſpecially to 
the Peaſants, whoſe Houſes are commonly 
built upon riſing Grounds, and not ſo well 


adapted for keeping out the piercing Cold 
of the Winter, as ſheltering them from 


the Summer's Heat; ſo that I have known 
particular Corners of the Country almoſt 
depopulated, while the Towns and Villages 
eſcaped any remarkable Mortality.

It ſometimes happened that the re- 
markable Remiſſion fell out on one of the 
Days between the fourth and the ſeventh; 
in which Cafe the Exacerbation ſucceeded 
on the following Day. 


Out of twenty one Patients, whom I 
loſt by this Diſtemper, four died upon the 
fourth Day; three the fifth Day; three the 
ſixth; three the ſeventh; three the eighth; 
two the eleventh; one the fourteenth; and

T examined fourteen of the Bodies, N 
all which the Lungs were principally af- 
feted; whilſt in ſeveral the Pleura was 
perfectly ſound, or only ſlightly attached 
to the Lungs, which is a common Caſe 
in Adults, as every one knows, who is ac- 
cuſtomed to Diſſections. In many, the 
Lungs were converted into a hard Liver- 
like Subſtance, and ſunk in Water; in ſome 
the Diaphragm was inflamed; in others, 
large firm Polyp: were taken out of the 
Ventricles of the Heart and large Veſſels 
adjoining, Abſceſſes, or rather half- form- 
ed Abſceſſes, with a ſanious chor, and a 
rotten gelatinons ſubſtance, inſtead of con- 
cocted Matter, were frequently found, 
even in thoſe who died ſo early as the fourth 
Day, either in the Lungs, or between the 
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Cup. Lungs and Pleura, where they adhered, 
VI. or between the Membranes of the Mediaſ 
WY" tinum, near the Diaphragm. And theſe 
Abſceſſes had ſometimes emptied them-

"Theſe Motives induced me to uſe 
the Lancet with more Caution; and to rely 
chiefly on the ſpeedy Application of Bliſ- 
ters for [reſtraining the Symptoms. But 
this Management proved leſs ſucceſsful 
than the former; and I was convinced in a 
ſhort Time, that inſtead of too much, 
too little Blood had been taken away in 
the Beginning; having been ſometimes

Cray, FN HE Small-Pox were twice epidemi- 
VII. cal in Menorca,” while I reſided 
mere, viz. in the Year 1742, and 1746. 
Without entering into a minute Deſcrip- 
tion of the Diſeaſe, I ſhall only endeavour 
to give a general View of its Nature and 
Effects, in each of theſe Years; from 
which it will appear how widely the In- 
fection of the one differed from that of the 

other. 


About the middle of March 1742; the 
Small-Pox broke out in Mahon, to the 
great 
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great Conſternation of the Natives, who Char. 
had not ſeen them ſince the Year 1725, but VII. 
well remembered the Deſtruction which 


they then occaſioned. The Contagion 


quickly ſpread about, and was ſoon con- 


veyed to the other Towns and Villages; in- 
ſomuch that before the End of April it 
prevailed in every part of the Iſland. As 
it attacked almoſt all who were under Se- 
venteen, and many of a more advanced 
Age, the Sick were ſo numerous during 
May and June, that every Houſe might be 
called an Hoſpital. About the End of 

uly the Diſeaſe ſuddenly diſappeared, 
moſt of thoſe who were ſuſceptible of it,

During the firſt ſix or eight Weeks, the 
Diſtemper was favourable, and ſeldom 
proved fatal: But its Virulence increaſed 
with the Heat of the Weather; ſo that in 
June and Juby it was not uncommon,

| : But bath the diſtinct and confluent had 
a nearer reſemblance to what SYDENHAM 
calls the anomalous, than to the regular 
Small-Pox. For though the fluxed Kind 
commonly appeared on the ſecond or third 
Day, it was often the fourteenth or ſeven- 
teenth before the Roughneſs to the Touch 
ſhewed, that thoſe on the Face began to 
turn; and on the Legs and Arms they fre- 
quently continued freſh till near the thir- 
tieth. In theſe Kinds of Small-Pox, the 
ſecondary Fever raged violently between 
the fourteenth and twenty-fourth Day; 
and almoft all who periſhed by the Diſeaſe

one or other of the common Evacuations, VII. 
whereby Part of the morbid Matter was 
diſcharged, contributed to ſave great Num- 
bers; for a plentiful Salivation commonly 
appeared with the Eruption, and con- 
tinued till the Suppuration was compleat- 
ed, not only in Adults, but in thoſe of 
all Ages; even in Children at the Breaſt, 
whoſe want of Senſe to ſpit freely, was 
probably the chief Cauſe of their ſuffering 
more than others. About the ſeventh 
Day or ſooner, the Swelling of the Face 
came on; and it was regularly ſucceeded 
by a Tumefaction of the Hands, and 
ſometimes of the Feet. But it was moſt 
remarkable in this epidemical Small-Pox,

| Whilſt the Diſtemper raged at St. Phi- 


lip's Caſtle, as 1 lived at Mahon, I faw but 
few of the Sick; but I was informed by 
the Phyſicians who attended them, that 
the Puſtules were commonly of the con- 
fluent Kind, and often intermixed with 
Purples; that they ſeldom roſe. or filled 
well, but continued either hard like Tu- 
bercles, or quite empty, or had a ſmall 
Quantity of Icbor, with a black Spot in 
their Middle, and frequently ſeemed' to 
wither before they were ripe; that the 
Fever, inſtead of going off with the Erup- 
tion, increaſed as the Diſeaſe advanced, 


being generally accompanied with a Coma, 


Delirium, Difficulty of Breathing, inceſ- 
ſant Vomiting and Loathing of Food; 
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Cnay. that the Face ſeldom or never ſwelled,

_—_— have happened, a Soreneſs of the Mouth 


or Throat gave great Uneaſineſs, the Skin
